Fruit Tree Planting Suggestions 


On arrival, the nursery stock should be placed in 
a tub or pail of water for a short time before heeling- 
in or placing in cellar, until ready to plant out. 


To heel-in, dig a trench about twelve inches deep 
and a foot or two wide in garden or similar pro- 
tected place. Trees or.plants are. placed in this 
ditch and covered with loose soil well up on the 
trunks or at least above the ground line in nursery 
row. They should be separated a few inches apart 
so air holes are not formed when soil settles. If 
soil is tramped in, stock can remain heeled-in all 
winter. Where the garden is not fenced for rabbits, 
wire netting or board fence should be placed around 
stock. The nursery stock should be standing straight 
or at an angle of forty-five degrees in the trench. 


Prepare ground for transplanting as for wheat or 
corn. While transplanting we suggest carrying stock 
in barrel or tub of water. Follow illustrated plant- 
ing instructions.
